Rev. Alfred Gooding 
on

observed his twenty-filth anniversary 
as pastor ot the Unitarian church 
Jn this city, and in honor of the event 
there was a special'sermon and musi- 
cal programme at the regular morn- 
ing service. There was a large con- 
gregation present, practically every 
member of the church being present, 
and many otHer friends ot Mr. Good- 
ing. (Among them were Mr. Lindsay 
'Swift, librarian of. the Boston pub- 
lic library, and_3fr. Ellery .Tenner- 
son of Kitery Point, both class-mates 
ot Mr. Gooding at Harvard college.

Mr. Gooding's sermon was entitled 


"Looking Backward," being in 
the 


nature of a review of his ministery 
here for a quarter of a century, and 
he mentioned some of the changes 
in the city and more particularly 
in the parish. Only two of the per- 
sons of ten, who signed the call for 
him to come hero are now living. 


Within this time we have 
passed 


from kerosene and gas to electric 
lights, from water in the old wood- 
en mains to the new system, and to 
the installation of many more mod- 
ern conveniences, but to him there 
were few changes in the appearance 
of the city "as a whole. By contrast 
lie spoke of the transformation in his 
native town, , Brookline, within tho 
same period. 


Of the forty descendants of Rev. 


Samuel Haven, o£ that name when 


Gooding came to Portsmouth lu 1S8J, 
only olio remains. Nearly a hundred 
names have been stricken 
on1 the 


churli register In twenty-live years 
by death. 


Tho work of UIG parish was review- 


ed in a brief way, mention 
being 


made of its aid to the poor, the mis- 
sions, the Sunday 
school, 
Cottage 


hospital and city institutions or char- 
ity, to the American Unitarian asso- 
ciation, and its general pb.ilanth.ro- 
phy. 
During the time a debt of ?5,- 


000 lias been paid offy the last pay- 
ment having been made the first of 
October. 


Mr. Gooding concluded witli a sum- 


mary of his religious experiences in 
a personal way, with a statement of 
the principles of his belief as a Uni- 
tarian. He felt that they wore es- 
sentially the same as when first form- 
ed, more simple if anything, and sat- 
isfying and comforting. 
- As a preacher he said he had tried 
to apply more importance to the crit- 
ial matter'of everyday life than to 
other subjects; not upon trivial so 
called popular and temporary themes, 
but to universal duties, and to hold 
the position as one of"'dlgnity and 
to 
preach 
moral 
obligations and 


righteousness. 
Yet he pointed out 


that thenio re profound things of life 
had not been ignored, that there had 
been a profitable consideration of the 
liigher .truths and uplifting specula- 
tion.

York JiUjt Wednesday to make a run 
Gctver;llle now Clearfieid branch of tlie 
New York Central and on their return 
connected .with train No. 28, due In 
New York at 6:45 Sunday morning. 
Train No; 28. known as the New York 
express, left Albany In four sections, 
to the third section qf which the two 
private cars of Brown and Vnnderbllt 
were attached. 
It was made up of 


three baggage cars, two coaches, one 
of which was a smoker filled mostly 
•with Polish Jews, two Pullman sleep- 
ers and the two private cars. 


The train passed Rhinecliff station 


at 4:80 o'clock, running seven min- 
utes late an'd doing Its best to make 
them up. 
Just. below the 
signal 


tower there Is nn easy curve to the 
•left making away from the Hudson. 
The rails are sharply tilted, throwing 
the cars at an angle toward the north- 
bound track. 
The train 
had not 


passed the tower more than 100 yards 
when Engineer Wright felt the cars 
behind hhii drag hard, as though they 
had missed the falls. 
He clapped on 


the. air and drew to a standstill within 
1000 yards. 
Wright found one of tha 


baggage cars still on the rails, every-

Narrative Ceases When He Gets to 


Point Where Peary Made Final Dash 


—Cook In Error About Temperature 


Reaching 83 Degrees Below Zero— 


Gives Reason For Thinking Brook- 
lyn Explorer Did Not Reach Pole 


New York, Oct. IS.—Three hun- 


dred and fitly or more persons will- 
ingly bought their way into the Hip- 
podrome last night for the pleasure 
pi popping Questions of an acrimoni- 
ous nature at Matthew Henson, the 
negro who stood with Peary at the 
earth's north axis and the latest lec- 
turer to enter the field of Polar con- 
troversy. 
The 350 obtained so much 


of their money's worth that for an 
hour tlie bare spaces of the house 
sizzled 
with 
sharp questions 
and 


sharper retort and in the darkness of 
lights out there was a lovely bedlam. 


The promise had been 
made 
by 


William A. 
Brady, Mat Hensou's 


manager in his .forthcoming lecture 
tour, of which last night's effort was 
only a stiff tryout, 
that the 
sole 


American companion of Peary at the 
Pole would "answer fully any ques- 
tion put to'him by the audience about 
either Cook or Peary." 


It was evident before the grilling 


of Henson had progressed far that he 
was being held as a proxy for "his 
commander by an audience very much 
inclined in Cook's favor. 
But that 


did not worry Henson. 


After the audience had been held 


with a series of moving pictures lakea 
In many^ Arctic regions besides those 
visited by Peary, Henson; in evening 
clothes, shyly took his place before a 
reading desk in the lonely acreage of 
the stage. 


"Above 80 degrees north men don't 


talk as much as they do down here," 
was Henson's opening apology. "I am 
new to this lecture business and I'll 
have to use notes. 
Perhaps, if you 


all like me and I stay in this business, 
I won't have to use notes pretty soon." 


Heuson then gave a statistical sum- 


mary of the trips he had made with 
Peary to the Arctic regions during" the 
past twenty-odd years and in the dark 
'sounded the restless shuffling of feet. 


"Yon were with Peavy when lie Rot 


to the Pole?" a voice interrupted. 


"I certainly was," 
Henson c.'ime 


back promptly. 
"There 
were 
four 


Eskimos, Commander Peary and my- 
self." 


"That's all I wanted to 
know," 


sounded the assurance out of the dark 
and 
Henson 
continued. 
He 
had 


thrown upon the screen fifty or sixty 
slides from photographs he had taken 
himself during the course of the Jour- 
ney northward. 
These pictures il- 


lustrated his narrative up to the point 
where Peary, on his final dash, was 
120^ miles from the Pole, and there 
Henson stopped. 


The minute that he ceased the ques- 


tions-began to fly over, the dark-rows 
Df benches. For some reason the man 
behind the lights saw fit to keep them 
turned-oil for a while. 


"Dr. Cook says he experienced tem- 


perature of 83 degrees below xero; did 
you ever experience 
such 
tempera- 


ture?" was the first of the queries.' 


"No, nor any other nian living," 


was Henson's prompt reply. "No man 
could live and breathe in such tem- 
perature. . The lowest temperature 
that \ye experienced on the dash to 
the Pole was 58 below zero." 


From this on questions of all hinds, 


mostly about/the claim of: Cook hav- 
ing discovered the Pole, were asked.

The rules of the. National Hay asso- 


ciation recognize twenty-three grades 
of hay, which seeui to fall Into live 
classes—timothy, clover, mixed timo- 
thy, and clover, wild grasses and al- 
falfa. 
Choice timothy hay must be 


sound, properly cured, of bright natu- 
ral color, not mixed with more th:in 
one-twentieth of other grasses iiud 
well baled. Lower grades of timothy 
are Nos. 1. 2 and 3 nnd "no grade." 
Clover liny has t\vo grades, N'o. I itnd 
No. 
iNo. 1 clover mnst be medium 


clover, sound, properly cured, not 
mixed with more than one-twentieth 
of 
other grasses and 
well baled. 


Choice alfalfa hay must be reasonably 
lino leafy alfalfa of bright green color, 
properly cured, sound, sweet and well 
baled.

" AGRICULTURE IN ALASKA. 


RomarUabla: Poaiibfiltlba of.:tbo Far 


. .Northwest Poososslon, 


Tbo'urea.of Alaska Is so^jjreut that 


the . TJulted_.Stales govi'niiuent niiilu- 
tnlus .five agricultural cxpi>rliueiit stu- 
tlons In tlio; terVltary, BO situated Aut 
crops tiiny bo. tested underbill Hip ell- 
niritlc conditions. 
Sltka, on the'strip 


of coast''projecting'southeast, has a 
fairly, mild cltumle, while the station 
lit nivBipart is close to the arctic cir- 
cle. C. 0. Georgeson, special ugeut lu 
charge of all the stations, lu his an- 
nual report for 1008, recently Issued by 
tho United, States departiueut of agri- 
Vulture, declares 'uuquuHiledly that 
"Alaska Is. an a'grlculturar coantry," 
that good hay can be produced "In any 
quantity" for wiutcr feeding, while the 
native grasses "can mnlutain livestock 
hi excellent condition iu summer." He 
says also that "potatoes, cabbage, caul- 
iflower, rbiibarb, turuips, lettuce and, 
In short, all the barfly vegetables caa 
bo grown to perfection up to and even 
within thu arctic circle, as has been 
proved by thousands of settlers." But 
before Alaska -can be largely settled 
railroads and wagon roads must he 
built. 
TJpder present conditions, lie 


says, "few farmers'can afford to go to 
Alaska with their families, live stock 
•and equipment" The expense of trans- 
portation "would equal the cost of a 
farm In the states." 


Abundant sunshine is essential for 


good,crops In Alaska. In 1903 the rain- 
fall during the growing season at 
Si ka was 10.22' inches against 24.70 
inches the year before and 18.91 Inches 
In 1000. The smaller rainfall meant 
more Bunsh'jne, and the result in. 1BOS 
was large crops of potatoes, cabbage, 
cauliflower and various root crops. 
The quality also was better. 


Mr. Georgesou believes that Alaska 


has undeveloped resources 
sufficient 


for the support of a large population. 
Rut there, as he says, "Nature Is stem 
and uucomplimiislng, and we must sub- 
mit to tho conditions she imposes." 


Among many, interesting facts given 


In the report Is this: Watermelons 
were brought to maturity out of doora 
on the Hot Springs farm, which is in 
the 'Tanana valley. In latitude 04 de- 
grees north, it seems that on part.of 
this farm the soli is warmed from the 
same source, whatever it is, that hcata 
(ho water of the springs. This farm 
has now 150 acres regularly under 
crop, the greater portion devoted to po- 
tatoes.

The P€tt That Kills Plumi. 


The quickest and I most economical 


method of fighting the curculio where 
there are o'niy a few trees is to place 
a sheet under each tree early in the 
morning as soon as the Insects appear 
and jar the trunks. When they fall 
gather and burn/. This should be done 
twice a week for two or three weeks, 
when most, If not all of them, can be 
caught before the fruit is injured. The 
plum, the damson' and the apricot are 
the fruits most Injured. Sings that at- 
tack tho pear and other trees may be 
killed by dusting Ihe leaves when 
damp with fresh air slaked lime. Ap- 
ple trees should , bo sprayed early hi 
the spring when buds commence to 
fornOafter the blossoms fall, .when 
fruit Is ojie-thlrd grown and when halt' 
grow. • The bordeaux and parts green 
solution is the best remedy. These 
liolutlons may bo had already prepared 
lit the agricultural stores.

Keeping Surplus Eggs. 


When eggs are only requited to be 


preserved for two,: or " throe month's 
:hey keep very .well'packed "in drj 
salt or bran.. Tfie moat of tho egg 
may shrink and rattle within the shell 
when shaken, but .its edibility is not 
mpaired. Coating the egg with vnsc- 
llae or butter will also Jieep it for- a, 
short time, or any application which 
effectively seals the'poros of the sbcH 
and cxciudes air will prolong the 
freshness of eggs. If-the. egg is oven 
momentarily submerged In boiling wn- 
tor tho albumen tliercby "becomes suQK 
clently congulnted to prevent the en- 
trance of air.
